The new bulletin is divided into three 
parts — 

(a) The Forecasts for Farmers. ‘These 
forecasts usually refer only to rainfall, 
temperature and cloud. There are 
generally two or three forecasts, each 
referring to as large an area as. possible, 
so as to keep the number of forecasts 
small. The areas cannot be fixed per- 
manently, but are chosen each day by 
the forecaster according to the weather 
situation. The areas are described in 
general geographical terms such

The Need for a Radio Drama. 


Plays That Spell Success. By R. E. Jeffrey. 


HE. time is Jong past when the broad- 

casting of plays could depend for 
sucorss, to sone cobsiderable extent, upon the 
novelty of the actual idea of transtaiasion by 
raiio ; and now that radio haa become a perma- 
nent and integral part of the everyday lives of 
millions of people, itis urgent that a new crafts 
rmanabip in drama should be ereated to supply 
the needs of broadcasting, Iu othee words, 
there is necessity for a * radio drama,” 

By this is meant the ereation of a play- 
writing technique which will produce the best 
possible type of drama for broadcasting par 
Pomes, overcoming the many obstacles and, 
Perhaps, turning. to advantage the peculiar 
Timitations of the medinan, 

“Doubling Thomases.” 

Broadcast draraa ix in somewhat the same 
position ax was the cinema in its carly days

It must be remembered 
that radio plays are presented at the family 
fireside. ‘Their ethics toust be unquestionable. 

"As the writing of them becomes more 
cultivated, their literary quality mast be equal 
to their dramatio strength, Their auth 
‘oo, must not be hide-bound by stage requi 
ments; they must free thesiaelves from thi 
rentrictive curb and adapt themselves to the 
changed conditions. 

‘Tee Financial Arpt. 

‘The finaocial aspect gives uv some concern,
